Staci Jett is no 
stranger when it comes to processing meat. She has worked in the field of deer processing 
for the last 10 years. Her experience in deer processing has helped her tremendously in 
being able to cut meat at Lee’s. While it is different when she was cutting up a whole deer 
carcass, once she gets the large beef pieces turned the correct way, the selection of cuts are 
primarily the same. She is available Monday - Friday from 8 a.m. to 2:15 p.m. for custom 
cuts on steaks. When she is doing boneless cuts, she cuts those by hand instead of using 
the meat saw.

From “Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939” 
Sponsored By 

The Brooksville and Bracken 
County Fire Departments 

Preface 

The purpose in publishing 
this book has been to record 
certain historical facts relating 
to Brooksville and Bracken 
County which will prove in¬ 
teresting and instructive to fu¬ 
ture generations. 

It is published in connec¬ 
tion with the celebration of the 
Brooksville Centennial which 
was held October 5, 6 and 7, 
1939. Since Brooksville is the 
county seat of Bracken Coun¬ 
ty the history of both has been 
included. Much of this history 
has been obtained through per¬ 
sonal interview and from old 
records. Though it may not be 
accurate in all details, the in¬ 
formation gleaned by personal 
interview was given in all sin¬ 
cerity and to the best recollec¬ 
tions of those interviewed. 

The proceeds to be de¬ 
rived from the sale of this 
book are to be used toward the 
purchase of a fire truck which 
is to be used at the disposal of 
the Citizens of Bracken Coun¬ 
ty. A substantial donation has 
been promised by the Fiscal 
Court provided the county at 
large can secure additional 
funds and means of dona¬ 


tion, advertising, etc., the sale 
of this book, and Centennial 
Celebration, it is to be hoped 
that a substantial fund will be 
raised. 

(Editor’s Note: In the 
book, there is a picture of Da¬ 
vid Brooks and his grandson, 
Austin H. Brooks, 82 year-old 
resident of Brooksville, from 
photo made 81 years ago, 19 
years after said David Brooks 
founded this county seat, 
named in his honor.) 

History Of Brooksville 

Along the pathway of ex¬ 
ploration of the Ohio, Brack¬ 
en County was cut off from 
Mason County in 1797, five 
years after Kentucky became 
a State. Courts were held at 
Augusta, Oxford and again 
at Augusta. After forty-two 
years a permanent location 
was selected, near the county’s 
highest point at the crossing of 
a southbound trail (now High¬ 
way No. 19) with the Buffalo 
Trace (now Highway No. 10) 
a pioneer road following a 
time-worn path leading from 
the salt springs at Blue Licks 
on the Licking to that river’s 
junction with the Ohio River. 
Early settled by the Woodward 
family, the junction was called 
Woodwards Cross Roads. 
Some of the original buildings 
are still standing.

Ambivalence 



The Merriam-Webster dictionary 
defines ambivalence as “simultaneous 
and contradictory feelings (as 
attraction and repulsion) toward an 
object, person, or action.”This is an 
all-too-human experience that has a 
physical basis in our two-sided brain. 
Positive emotions are usually 
processed on the left side of the brain 
and negative emotions on the right. 

A child who has just “appropriated” a 
cookie after strict instructions to stay 
away from the cookie jar may feel 
pleasure at the same time he is 
feeling guilt or fear. All of our 
significant relationships have some 
ambivalence. Parents love their 
children and yet nothing can be quite 
as exasperating as a child 
misbehaving. The secret to dealing 


with ambivalence is to not let it spoil 
an otherwise good experience. Going 
to a party should be fun, though it 
will perhaps also have some anxiety 
attached if you aren’t crazy about 
parties, but that doesn’t have to ruin 
the experience. Commit yourself to 
enjoying the event and you probably 
will, regardless of the hassles 
involved. Likewise, our relationships 
can be spoiled by ambivalence if we 
focus too much on the negative 
aspects, but if we commit ourselves to 
loving the other person despite their 
flaws then the ambivalence is 
neutralized. Another way to deal 
with ambivalence is to reflect on our 
values and to reconcile our feelings 
based on the higher value.

Now that we are into 
spring, storms are a good like¬ 
lihood and Kentucky Utilities 
Company and Louisville Gas 
and Electric Company pro¬ 
vide simple ways for custom¬ 
ers to plan for severe weather. 
KU takes steps year-round 
to prepare for the effects of 
inclement weather and offer 
customers the following tips 
and suggestions to plan ahead 
and also prepare, so they can 
be safe during storm events: 

1. Plan ahead: Visit www. 
ready.gov to make a plan 
and learn how to build an 
emergency supply kit, which 
should include items such 
as prescription medicines, 
weather radio, important 
phone numbers, a first aid kit, 
fiashlights and extra batteries, 
to name a few. 

Before severe weath¬ 
er strikes, KU prepares by 
monitoring weather condi¬ 
tions, placing field crews and 
contact centers on alert and 
readying operating equipment 
and material. Throughout the 
year, KU makes infrastructure 
investments and performs reg¬ 
ular system maintenance such 
as tree trimming and hazard¬ 
ous tree removals to enhance 
system reliability. 

2. Stay informed: Dur¬ 
ing outage situations, system 
and restoration updates are 
provided through LG&E and 
KU’s automated phone sys¬ 
tem, online outage map and 
outage map app. At the be¬ 
ginning of a widespread res¬ 
toration event, the companies 
must first assess damage to 
the electric system before re¬ 
pairs can be prioritized. 

Keeping customers in¬ 
formed of the companies’ 
progress is an essential part 
of LG&E and KU’s emer¬ 
gency response plan. In times 
of widespread power outages, 
general restoration informa¬ 
tion and safety tips are pro¬ 
vided on LG&E and KU’s 
Facebook page, Twitter feed 


and official company blog. 

3. Be safe: Always as¬ 
sume any downed wire is an 
energized power line. Stay 
away and report it immedi¬ 
ately. KU customers should 
call 1-800-981-0600. Visit 
WWW. Ige-ku. com/ storm for 
important safety information 
concerning portable genera¬ 
tors, food storage and electric 
service. 

In responding to major 
power outages across the util¬ 
ities’ service territory, a prior¬ 
ity is given to critical-care or¬ 
ganizations, such as hospitals, 
fire and police stations and 
nursing homes. At the same 
time, KU crews focus on re¬ 
storing service to utility infra¬ 
structure like water and sewer 
pumping stations as well as 
schools and airports. 

KU must repair any criti¬ 
cal infrastructure that might 
be damaged from the storm, 
like the transmission lines 
and substations that carry 
electricity into neighborhoods 
and commercial areas, before 
power can be restored to those 
locations.

Keeping your skin 
beautiful and healthy 

We all want beautiful 
and healthy skin, but some 
of us tend to equate beauti¬ 
ful, vibrant skin with tanned 
skin. Tanning is actually your 
body’s reaction to skin dam¬ 
age from ultraviolet rays. 

Both the sun and tanning 
equipment release two types 
of ultraviolet rays. UVB rays 
reach the top of the skin and 
are the likely cause of many 
types of sunburn. UVA rays 
penetrate deeper into the 
skin. When your body is un¬ 
protected against UVA rays, 
it releases melanin, a pig¬ 
ment that darkens the skin. 

Many people have the 
misconception that indoor 
tanning equipment is safer 
than sunbathing, but tanning 
beds use mainly UVA rays at 
a higher concentration than 
sunlight, so they can cause 
just as much, if not more, 
damage to your skin. In ad¬ 
dition, indoor tanning facili¬ 
ties are open most days of 
the year, making them more 
accessible than sunlight. 

Indoor tanning equip¬ 
ment has been linked to two 
types of skin cancers: mela¬ 
noma, the deadliest form, 
and squamous cell carci¬ 
noma, as well as eye cancer. 
A 2009 study conducted by 
the International Agency for 
Research on Cancer, found 
people’s risk of developing 
melanoma increases by 75 
percent if they begin visit¬ 
ing tanning beds before the 
age of 35. The American 
Cancer Society reported that 
melanoma is one of the most 
common types of cancers in 
those younger than 30 years 
old, especially women. 

Exposure to UV rays 
from sunlight and tanning 
equipment also can cause 
premature aging, immune 
system suppression, eye 
damage and allergic reac¬ 
tion. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention lists 
the following tips to help you 
protect yourself from UV ex¬ 
posure: 

• Wear sunscreen with a 
sun protective factor (SPF) 
of at least 15 and UVA and 
UVB protection. 

• Stay in the shade, es¬ 
pecially during the middle of 
the day. 

• Cover as much skin as 
possible with clothing. 

• Wear a hat with a wide 
brim to protect your face, 
ears, neck and head. 

• Wear sunglasses with 
as close to 100 percent pro¬ 
tection from UVA and UVB 
rays as possible. 

• Avoid indoor tanning. 

For more information on

Frankfort Focus 


A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


It took nearly a year of 
study, months of debate and 
several long nights to final¬ 
ize, but the General As¬ 
sembly achieved its biggest 
goal this legislative session 
when it enacted far-reach¬ 
ing reforms of Kentucky’s 
public retirement systems 
early last week. 

For those who may 
not follow this situation 
closely, most states face 
long-term liabilities in their 
public pension systems that 
measure in the hundreds of 
billions of dollars. If noth¬ 
ing is done, this has the po¬ 
tential to cripple spending 
on every service these gov¬ 
ernments provide just a few 
years from now. 

From a historical per¬ 
spective, this is a relatively 
new problem. Kentucky’s 
pension systems have been 
affordable for much of their 
history, and as recently a 
decade ago, they had more 
than enough money to meet 
the benefits that had been 
promised. For a variety of 
reasons - most of them tied 
to the country’s tough econ¬ 
omy - that promise was 
looking harder to keep. 

Our work last week, 
however, will change that, 
ensuring that what is owed 
will be paid. Some hailed 
this legislation as a national 
model, because it establish¬ 
es a framework to do away 
with the liability while tak¬ 
ing steps to make sure that 
it is far less likely to hap¬ 
pen again. Kentucky is a 
leader that can now show 
other states how to put their 
public retirement systems 
on a stronger foundation. 
This protects the inviolable 
contract of our current state 
and local government em¬ 
ployees. 

On the financial side, 
the additional money will 
come from federal tax 
changes affecting our state 
tax code; several updates 
recommended by the Ken¬ 
tucky Dept, of Revenue 
that mainly center on large 
businesses and delinquent 
taxpayers; and slightly re¬ 
ducing the personal income 



tax credit. 

To offset some of that rev¬ 
enue, the General Assembly 
has authorized a tax cut that 
will save new-car buyers po¬ 
tentially hundreds of dollars 
if they have a trade-in. Prior 
to this change, those buying a 
new car had to pay sales tax 
on its full value, no matter 
how much they actually paid 
when the trade-in was includ¬ 
ed. Now, when this is put in 
place, they will only pay the 
sales tax on what they spend, 
a move that should give a 
boost to our auto industry. 
We saw that happen several 
years ago, when the state of¬ 
fered this deal as a temporary 
incentive program. 

Overall, this new law 
is expected to save the state 
more than $ 10 billion over the 
next 20 years, and it should 
provide the stability bond¬ 
ing companies look for when 
they set the state’s borrowing 
costs. The General Assem¬ 
bly also made it possible to 
fund future cost-of-living al¬ 
lowances, or COLAs, if the 
money is available. 

I’m proud that this legis¬ 
lation incorporates ideas from 
both the House and Senate, 
while Governor Beshear de¬ 
serves considerable credit for 
his role in helping both sides 
reach a compromise. 

That level of bipartisan¬ 
ship was evident in other bills 
also sent to the governor’s 
desk early last week. 

One that gathered a lot 
of attention sets the stage for 
farmers to grow industrial 
hemp, if the federal govern¬ 
ment ever lifts its ban or 
grants Kentucky a waiver. I 
was proud to sponsor legisla¬ 
tion more than a decade ago 
that first put emphasis on this 
crop and studying its poten¬ 
tial to make everything from 
biofuels to clothing. 

Another bill making it 
through the General Assem¬ 
bly last week should prove to 
be more helpful for those de¬ 
ployed overseas. This legis¬ 
lation as originally proposed 
by the Secretary of State 
would have allowed elec¬ 
tronic voting by our soldiers. 


but the final version scales 
that back. Absentee ballots 
can now be emailed to our 
servicemen and women, but 
the completed ballot must 
continue to be mailed. If a 
more secure system is found 
to be effective, the hope is 
that one day soon our mili¬ 
tary personnel will be able 
to vote electronically and 
not worry that their vote is 
not counted. 

For our healthcare pro¬ 
viders, House Bill 5 would 
treat our Medicaid man¬ 
aged care organizations 
more like private insurance 
companies when it comes to 
getting payment in a more 
timely manner. This will 
hopefully ease our ongoing 
transition to managed care 
for this multi-billion dollar 
program. 

While it may have been 
a “short” legislative ses¬ 
sion because it is an odd- 
numbered year, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly was able to 
get a substantial amount of 
work done during these 30 
days. In addition to the 
bills mentioned, other new 
laws include needed tweaks 
to last year’s “pill mill” leg¬ 
islation, making it possible 
to raise the high school 
dropout age to 18 and giv¬ 
ing many of our public uni¬ 
versities the opportunity to 
build projects totaling more 
than $360 million. 

After a brief time off, 
the House and Senate will 
return to their normal in¬ 
terim meeting schedule 
later this spring, giving us 
the opportunity to see how 
effective these new laws are 
and what may need to be 
addressed when the General 
Assembly returns for its 
next legislative session in 
January. 

I want to thank every¬ 
one who contacted me dur¬ 
ing the last few months to 
let me know their views.

not disclose any information 
as these are normally scam 
artists trying to get your 
money and information. 

The Sheriff has also re¬ 
ceived an email asking him to 
participate in a $28.5 million 
business proposition. All he 
needed to do was to deposit 
the money into his bank ac¬ 
count from an off shore bank 
in Europe. They would then 
take 75% of this money out 
of the account and leave 25% 
in the account for him for al¬ 
lowing them to make this 
transaction. Do not fall for 
this as you will be left with 
a huge bill to the bank for 
fraudulent deposits made by 
this company. 

There is a scam going 
around from Nova Capital Fi¬ 
nancial Services where they 
send you a certified check in 
your name with the business 
name of Gilead Sciences, 
Inc. for $4,685.00 (dollar 
amount may be different on 
some checks) which asks you 
to pay a processing fee to the 
company. The processing 
fee for this transaction was 
$3,850.00 leaving you with 
$835.00 for this transaction. 
Anytime it asks you to pay a 
fee to get a little money it is 
a scam. 

The Sheriff’s Office 
also received informa¬ 
tion about an internet email 
scam where the FBI noti¬ 
fies you that they will seize 
your computer if you do not 
send them $400.00. If there 
are links in this email do not 
open them because they will 
put viruses on your computer 
and possibly get your per¬ 
sonal information off of the 
computer. The FBI does not 
operate this way, if they have 
something on you they will 
come knocking on your door 
to find you, and seize your 
computer in person. 

This is the time of year 
for what is commonly re¬ 
ferred to as gypsy scams, 
where individuals will come 
around wanting to do work 
for you at your residence. 
This can be a wide variety 
of jobs: i.e. roof repairs, vi¬ 
nyl siding, drive way repairs, 
painting jobs, landscaping, 
etc. If you need work done 


ask them for local references 
of people that they have done 
work for and check these 
references. Also have them 
give you a written quote for 
the work to be completed so 
that there can be no dispute 
about who is doing what on 
the job. Contact individu¬ 
als that you know that do 
this kind of work and get a 
second quote for compari¬ 
son. Do not give them any 
money up front, most repu¬ 
table businesses will be able 
to cover the cost until the job 
is complete or pay them as 
they complete the work that 
you have agreed to. 

The main thing to re¬ 
member is this, if it looks too 
good to be true it usually is. 
If they are asking you to send 
money to them or they are re¬ 
questing any personal infor¬ 
mation from you, BEWARE 
as these are scam artists who 
are trying to take advantage 
of you. One of the biggest 
targets for these scams are 
our senior citizens because 
they feel that they are vul¬ 
nerable and will fall for these 
tactics. Be vigilant and cau¬ 
tious when acting on infor¬ 
mation received from these 
individuals. 

There are several varia¬ 
tions of these scams that oc¬ 
cur. Do not take advantage 
of the quick cash promise 
as it will come back to bum 
you. Anytime someone of¬ 
fers to give you money and 
for you to send money back, 
or if they ask you to send 
them money to win a big 
prize, BEWARE. These are 
all scams to get your money 
and for you to set yourself up 
to be a victim.

Kentucky Fish 4&; Wildlife 
Commission modifies 
furbearer season, proposes 
new fishing regulations 

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission modi¬ 
fied furbearer seasons and re¬ 
stricted the sale, release and 
possession of Asian carp at 
its quarterly meeting March 
8 . 

The commission recom¬ 
mends all hunting, fishing 
and boating regulations for 
approval by the General As¬ 
sembly and approves all ex¬ 
penditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. All rec¬ 
ommendations must be ap¬ 
proved by legislators before 
they become law. 

In wildlife-related busi¬ 
ness, the commission pro¬ 
posed allowing the hunting 
of coyotes at night. This sea¬ 
son is contingent upon the 
completion of the legislative 
process for House Bill 60. If 
this bill becomes law, it will 
take effect 90 days after the 
last day of the current legis¬ 
lative session. 

If this hunting season 
secures final approval, coy¬ 
ote hunters could use lights 
or night-vision equipment 
from Feb. 1 through May 
31. From June 1 through Jan. 
31, coyote hunters could not 
use lights or night-vision 
equipment. Lights or night 
vision equipment could not 
be connected to or cast from 
any mechanized vehicle. No 
weapon other than a shotgun 
could be used for hunting 
coyotes at night and shots 
shells could not contain a 
single projectile. 

When using an air rifie to 
take furbearers, hunters must 
use a .22-caliber minimum. 

In fisheries-related busi¬ 
ness, the commission recom¬ 
mended several new fishing 
regulations to take effect 
March 1, 2014. 

• A 12- to 15-inch protec¬ 



tive slot limit on largemouth 
bass on Smokey Valley Lake 
in Carter Caves State Resort 
Park in Carter County. There 
will be a daily creel limit of 
six fish; only one of the har¬ 
vested bass could be longer 
than 15 inches. 

• Cast nets could be used 
to gather bait in the tributar¬ 
ies of the Cumberland River 
from Wolf Creek Dam down¬ 
stream to the Tennessee line, 
with the exception of Hatch¬ 
ery Creek. All trout caught 
in cast nets must be immedi¬ 
ately released. 

• People could not buy, 
sell, possess, import or re¬ 
lease live the Asian carp spe¬ 
cies of bighead, black or sil¬ 
ver carp. 

• James D. Beville Park 
Lake in Grayson County and 
Jacobson Park Lake in Fay¬ 
ette County are now enrolled 
in the Fishing in Neighbor¬ 
hoods (FINs) program. 

In boating-related busi¬ 
ness, the commission pro¬ 
posed extending the mini¬ 
mum length of pontoon 
boats on Guist Creek Lake in 
Shelby County from 22 feet 
to 24 feet. 

The next Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Commission 
meeting will be held at 8:30 
a.m. (Eastern time), Friday, 
June 7. Meetings are held at 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
headquarters, located at 1 
Sportsman’s Lane off U.S. 
60 in Frankfort.
